3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The cited 
prior art, individually or in combination, does not disclose or suggest all of the claimed 
limitations in the present application wherein, amongst other limitations: the use of 
voltage as a "signal" is unlike prior art i.e. 6125869, 5394755, and 4581707 which utilize 
pressure as a "signal". Also the specific grouping of the different "units" of this invention 
made it unique and unlike prior art references.
